Cows Need Salt. 

A cow that is u^viag a very 
small amoant of milk will probab* 

l,V not consume much gnio feed at 
a protit when she is on |(ood pas- 
tart. Howmr, I take it that 

yoor cow is Kivinj; three or four 
irailoDS of milk a day. In case 
the cow is ffivintr only a small 
amount of millc, lilce a i^llon to 
two gallons, a good plan to go by 
is to Kive one poand of Kraia to 
every 10 poanda of milk. In caaa 
she is (fivinK around four enlloiis, 
this had better be increased to say 
one pound of grain to every six or 
seven pounds of milk, says .South- 
ern Farmincf. This can be easily 
flsured out, as a ffalloa of milk 
weighs just a little over ei^'ht 
pounds. We think that about two 
pounds of cottonseed meal to the 

feed, or probably a little loss than 
this, would be a sufficient amount 
to feed this cow in case she is triv* 
ing around four millions of milk a 
day. We have known of a good 
many dairy cows to receive ab- 
solutely no grain when they are on 
a good pasture and gettioK all the 
green feed they need, and then 
producp qiiiip a bit of milk. It is 
doubtful if it will pay you to feed 
molasses feed. However, it is 
sometimes used, and when substi- 
tuted for bran, pound for pound, 
it is probably all right. But 
where you have plenty of pasture 
and iilerity of sihiire or other stuff 
of tliis character, we do not recom- 
mend the use of thia molasses feed.

The 
husband continued to live alone in 
the same booaa.

j woman who hud nursed his wife 
I and took her inle the old home, 
j Possibly it was from tiie house 
itself, possibly from direct infec- 
tion daring her care of the nmn'a 
flrst wife; some lioiv the germs of 
tuberculosis had secured lodgment 
in her, nod n f^ dnya ago ahe too 
died. 

A political oconoini'it , disrevrard- 
inK the individual sorrows caused 
by these deaths, would point oat 
the loss to the community in llie 
death of these two women in the 
prime of lift. Had they lived 

they ma.\ have l)e((»me mothers or 
have been ia other ways valuable 
members of the community. As 
' it is the community lias lost not 
only them, but all the futule ef- 
forte of thoee who trietl to aave 
thent. 

Had there been in that city a 
small, properly equipped special 
hospital for the care of consump- 
tives to which the tirst wife could 
have been removed and cared for 
at the beginninir of her illness, she 
miirlit have been restored to health 
and two lives saved. But, outside 
of Louiaville, there is in Kentucky 
only one little sanatorivo of ten 
beds tor consuptives. 

At the present death rate, every 
seventh person who reads this
